One  of  the  interesting  sights  to  see  in  Winnipeg  is 
The  Golden  Boy  on  the  top  of  the  dome  of  the 
Provincial  Legislative  building;  the  work  of  the 
French  sculptor  Charles  Gardet,  was  cast  in  the 
Barbidienne  foundry  in  France  during  the  first 
world  war.  This  foundry  was  destroyed  by  enemy 
action.  When  however,  the  rubble  was  cleared  away 
the  Golden  Boy  was  found  unscathed.  Shortly  there¬ 
after  he  was  rushed  to  a  channel  port  and  lowered 
into  the  hold  of  a  vessel  which  was  bound  for  New 
York.  However,  before  the  ship  cleared  port  it  was 
commandeered  as  a  troop  transport. 

For  two  years  the  vessel  sailed  back  and  forth 
through  the  war  zone  of  the  North  Atlantic.  During 
all  this  time  the  Golden  Boy  remained  in  the  hold  — 
five  tons  of  excess  ballast  which  could  not  be  put 
ashore  due  to  the  exigencies  of  war.  Finally,  when 
hostilities  ceased,  the  long  and  dangerous  voyages 
came  to  an  end,  and  the  Golden  Boy,  arriving  in 
Winnipeg,  was  safe  at  last  in  his  new  and  permanent 
home. 

Holding  aloft  the  torch  of  progress,  he  lights  the  way  to  future  economic  develop¬ 
ment.  The  sheaf  of  wheat,  cradled  in  his  left  arm,  represents  agriculture.  This 
industry,  which  drew  the  first  settlers  to  Manitoba,  is  now  the  largest  primary 
industry  in  the  province.  Other  industries,  based  on  the  resources  of  Northern 
Manitoba  —  minerals,  lumber,  fish  and  water  power,  have  since  been  brought  into 
production.  However,  forty  odd  years  ago,  when  the  Golden  Boy  was  hoisted 
to  the  top  of  the  dome,  these  industries  were  but  hopes  in  the  minds  of  men. 
Their  potential  was,  however,  recognized  in  the  pose  of  the  Golden  Boy.  Cast  in 
full  stride,  he  is  bound  toward  the  north  where  rich  natural  resources  are  now 
playing  an  important  role  in  the  economy  of  the  province. 

Golden  Boy  is  13'6"  high,  weighs  5  tons  and  stands  240  feet  above  ground  level. 
It  arrived  in  Winnipeg  in  August  1915.  It  stands  for  Eternal  youth.  In  1951  it  was 
coated  with  25  Karat  Gold.  A  Golden  Boy  Society  of  Winnipeg  was  organized  to 
boost  Winnipeg.

Medals  as  a  topic,  like  coins,  can  be  both  involved  and  lengthy  for  the  subject 
is  practically  inexhaustible  and  the  difficulty  is  to  know  just  where  to  begin,  what 
to  include  and  leave  out,  and  to  know  where  to  stop.  There  are  so  many  interesting 
facts  and  stories  to  tell  of  almost  all  of  them. 

To  hope  to  have  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  medals  of  the  world-European, 
American,  Russian  and  Japanese,  etc.  is  I  believe  quite  impossible,  and  to  attempt 
to  deal  with  them  in  a  talk  such  as  this  is  quite  impractical.  What  I  propose  to  do 
then,  is  to  confine  my  remarks  to  a  few  words  on  the  historical  background  of  medals, 
their  introduction  into  the  British  Armed  Services,  review  the  various  categories  of 
medals  and  so  lead  into  specific  medals,  British  and  Canadian,  in  which  you  are 
possibly  particularly  interested.  Incidentally,  1  am  not  in  a  position  to  deal  with 
the  current  values  of  any  particular  medals,  but  one  has  only  to  consult  the  cata¬ 
logues  of  well-known  dealers  to  know  and  realise  that  as  a  hobby  —  medal  collecting 
can  become  an  expensive  business,  and  prices  for  less  well-known  specimens  are 
continually  rising.  Medals,  which  even  a  few  years  ago  were  obtainable  for  quite 
modest  sums  are  now  fetching  the  kind  of  money  that  only  those  with  very  healthy 
bank  balances  are  prepared  to  pay.  I  am  not  saying  that  there  are  not  bargains  still 
to  be  picked  up  in  places  off  the  beaten  track,  but  such  places  and  opportunities  are 
becoming  scarcer  day  by  day.  However,  searching  these  out  and  making  a  deal  is 
perhaps  more  than  half  the  fun  of  being  a  collector.  Last  year  the  Army  Museum  sent 
me  to  Great  Britain  to  search  out  various  items  of  militaria  to  improve  the 
Museum  collection  and  1  must  admit  I  had  a  lot  of  fun  doing  this,  but  1  also  got 
some  very  sore  feet,  was  flabbergasted  at  prices  being  asked  and  though  I  did 
not  come  back  empty-handed,  l  readily  admit  that  my  journey  was  not  as  rewarding 
as  anticipated.  Whilst  on  this  topic,  another  frustrating  thought  is,  that  if  1  make  a 
similar  trip  in  one  or  two  years’  time,  prices,  if  the  trend  continues  and  1  have  no 
doubt  that  it  will,  will  possibly  be  almost  double  of  those  being  asked  last  year. 

SHORT  HISTORY: 

A  few  words  on  the  historical  background  and  origin  of  medals. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  first  metal  emblems,  which  we  now  refer  to 
as  medals  were  awarded  to  Chinese  soldiers  for  acts  of  gallantry  as  far  back 
as  the  Han  Dynasty  which  was  about  10  A.D.  Around  the  same  period  the  Romans 
also  started  to  confer  similar  awards  on  their  heroes,  which  although  having  little 
pecuniary  value,  were  regarded  as  having  high  honour  value  and  recipients  of  these 
awards  were  granted  many  favours  and  distinctions.  The  Roman  awards  took  the 
form  of  crowns  of  laurels,  the  most  coveted  of  these  being  the  Corona  Muralis  — 
which  was  perhaps  the  equivalent  of  the  Victoria  Cross.  It  was  every  Roman  soldier's 
ambition  to  win  this  crown,  but  like  the  V.C.  it  was  only  given  for  the  most  out¬ 
standing  feats  of  bravery.  Recipients  it  appears,  instead  of  continually  wearing  the 
crowns  awarded,  which  no  doubt  became  very  withered  as  time  went  by,  wore  a 
metal  token  on  their  breasts  to  denote  the  honour,  and  so  possibly  medals  as  we 
know  them,  were  born. 

Many  of  the  older  European  countries  followed  this  trend,  but  England  - 
later  Great  Britain,  from  which  country  most  Canadian  medals  stem  —  was  slow 
in  this  regard.  However,  by  the  time  Henry  VIII  was  on  the  throne,  medals,  it 
appears  were  fairly  common,  being  awarded  for  acts  of  bravery,  and  also  to  com¬ 
memorate  important  events.  They  were  however,  at  this  time  very  much  an 
individual  affair,  sometimes  only  one  of  a  kind  being  made,  and  it  w'as  not  until 
1650  that  the  first  campaign  medal  was  awarded.  This  was  the  historic  Dunbar 
medal  given  by  the  Cromwellian  Government  to  both  officers  and  men  of  his  army 
that  took  part  in  that  great  battle  in  which  the  English  defeated  the  Scots  at  Dunbar. 
Scotland.  Struck  in  gold,  silver  and  copper  and  bearing  the  bust  of  Cromwell  on 


the  obverse  and  designed  by  the  Thomas  Simon  this  is  now  a  very  rare  and  valuable 
piece. 

Regrettably  this  fine  example  of  Cromwells  was  not  followed  by  succeeding 
governments  and  it  was  not  until  165  years  later  than  another  campaign  medal 
was  awarded  —  that  to  those  participating  in  the  Battle  of  Waterloo  (1815).  True,  in 
the  interim,  medals  for  many  actions  on  board  fire  ships  etc.  were  awarded,  and 
leaders  of  various  battles  and  campaigns  became  the  recipients  of  special  gold 
medals,  but  the  lower  ranks  received  no  recognition  whatsoever,  until  George  IV 
when  Prince  Regent,  caused  the  Waterloo  Medal  to  be  struck.  From  then  on, 
principally  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria,  the  awarding  of  medals  became  more 
frequent  and  the  British  Government  evolved  a  system  of  striking  medals  to  honour 
various  categories  and  degrees  of  bravery  and  other  fields  of  endeavour.  The  system 
evolved  for  British  and  Canadian  decorations  is  roughly  divided  into  four  main 
categories: — 

(a)  Those  for  personal  bravery. 

(b)  Those  for  meritorious  service  and  behaviour  over  a  period  of  some  con¬ 
siderable  time. 

(c)  Those  for  active  participation  in  specific  battles  and  campaigns. 

(d)  and  those  to  commemorate  important  events  such  as  Coronations,  Royal 
Silver  and  Diamond  Jubilees  etc. 

At  this  juncture  it  would  have  been  nice  to  have  had  a  few  specimens  of  the 
various  categories  to  display  and  examine,  but  this,  of  course,  with  such  a  large 
gathering,  is  impractical.  The  next  best  thing  perhaps,  is  to  name  a  few  from  each 
category,  such  as  the  Victoria  Cross,  the  Military  Cross,  the  Military  Medals  and 
Distinguished  Conduct  Medal  which  are  all  for  personal  bravery  in  action  under 
enemy  fire. 

The  Distinguished  Service  Order,  The  Meritorious  Service  Medal  and  the  Long 
Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medals  for  outstanding  service  in  all  parts  of  the  world 
and  which  medals  are  perhaps  amongst  the  most  dificult  to  earn.  Those  in  Category 
(c)  awarded  for  participation  in  the  many  campaigns  are  far  too  numerous  to  mention, 
but  some  of  these,  especially  the  early  ones  are  highly  prized  as  collectors  items  and 
are  of  considerable  monetary  value. 

With  regard  to  Category  (d)  —  the  commemorative  medals  —  once  again  some 
of  the  earlier  ones  are  of  some  value  but  generally  speaking  they  do  not  generate 
too  much  interest.  Amongst  those  awarded,  mention  might  be  made  of  the  Queen 
Victoria  Diamond  Jubilee  Medal  and  the  Coronation  Medals  of  King  Edward  VII, 
King  George  V,  King  George  VI  down  to  the  present  Queen.  These,  as  stated  are 
nice  to  have  to  swell  one’s  collection,  but  there  is  not  a  great  deal  of  value  attached 
to  them. 

This  leads  me  to  medals  that  have  especial  Canadian  significance  and  these,  I 
will  name  and  pass  a  few  remarks  on  as  I  go  along: — 

BADGE  of  DISTINCTION  —  BARONETS  of  NOVA  SCOTIA: 

The  earliest  is  really  a  medallion  rather  than  a  medal  and  this  was  struck  in 
1629  being  named  the  “Badge  of  Distinction  of  the  Baronets  of  Nova  Scotia”. 
Authorized  in  1624  by  James  the  First  upon  the  creation  of  one  hundred  Baronets  of 
Nova  Scotia,  it  was  not  until  Charles  the  First  came  to  the  Throne  in  1629  that  it 
became  a  reality  and  was  issued  to  be  worn  around  the  neck  from  an  orange-tawny 
silk  riband.  These  have  become  of  course,  rare  and  prized  family  heir-looms  but  I 
understand  that  there  are  at  least  three  in  Canada  —  two  in  the  possession  of  the 
prominent  Montreal  Collector  J.  D.  Ferguson  and  one  which  this  gentleman,  you  may 
recall,  donated  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Provincial  Archives  some  two  years  ago. 
It  went  to  the  Archives,  and  there  it  is  to  be  seen  by  anyone  that  might  be 
interested.  Incidentally  its  insured  value  at  the  time  of  presentation  was  $2,500.00. 

LOUISBOURG  TAKEN  MEDAL  —  1758 

The  “Louisbourg  Taken”  Medals,  awarded  to  certain  officers  for  bravery  during 
Naval  engagements  at  the  Siege  of  Louisbourg  in  1758,  can  perhaps  be  classified 
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as  a  medal  of  some  significance  in  Canada.  It  is  very  rare,  and  according  to  Mayo's 
“Medals  and  Decorations”,  only  four  are  known  to  be  in  existence.  It  is  an  excellent 
example  of  the  “pictorial  type"  of  medal  in  which  the  engraver  endeavours  to  portray 
and  record  allegorically  the  purpose  of  the  award.  This  was  the  fashion  in  medals 
of  the  15th  and  16th  centuries  and  as  such  they  were  works  of  art.  The  Army 
Museum  has  two  excellent  copies  of  this  medal  —  which  were  obtained  some  years 
ago  from  the  Parker  Gallery  in  London. 

Briefly  the  Legend  is  as  follows: — 

On  the  obverse  is  an  allegorical  figure  representing  France  lying  prostrate  and 
defeated  on  a  rock  by  a  globe  of  the  world  with  the  words  “Canada  —  America” 
inscribed  on  it.  On  one  side  of  the  globe  stands  a  British  soldier,  on  the  other  a 
sailor  —  to  denote  that  the  action  was  one  of  combined  operations.  Above  the  globe 
is  the  British  flag  with  an  inscribed  scroll  “Pariter  in  Bella”  “Equal  in  Arms”. 
Surmounting  this  is  the  symbolical  figure  of  Victory  sounding  a  trumpet. 

On  the  reverse  super-inscribed  in  large  letters  are  the  words  “Louisbourg  Taken 
1758"  and  a  scene  which  shows  the  French  Shore  batteries  firing  out  to  sea.  In  the 
mid-foreground  British  ships  are  seen  attacking  and  firing  the  French  ships  “Prudent” 
and  “Bienfaisant”,  whilst  in  the  background  is  shown  the  balance  of  the  British 
Fleet.  All  this  on  one  medal  —  which  practically  tells  a  complete  story  and  which, 
as  I  have  stated,  is  a  splendid  example  of  the  pictorial  medal  and  a  great  credit 
to  the  artist  Thomas  Pingo  who  was  responsible  for  many  medals  of  this  era. 

THE  MILITARY  GENERAL  SERVICE  MEDAL  —  1793-1814. 

Chronologically,  perhaps  the  next  most  interesting  medal  is  the  Military  General 
Service  Medal,  dated  1793-1814.  This  medal  was  issued  by  the  British  Government 
to  both  the  Navy  and  the  Army  to  cover  all  engagements  between  the  years  indi¬ 
cated  1793-1814  —  it  being  something  in  the  nature  of  an  award,  to  placate  all 
those  who  fought  in  the  many  actions  in  all  parts  of  the  then  known  world  without 
recognition  of  any  kind,  and  who  voiced  their  resentment  on  the  subject  of  the 
awarding  of  the  Waterloo  Medal  in  1816,  when  many  actions  they  had  taken  part 
in  went  unrecognized.  Actually,  this  medal  was  not  awarded  until  1848,  thirty-four 
years  after  the  last  action  it  was  struck  to  commemorate.  Even  after  the  lapse  of 
34  years  however,  2,900  officers  and  men  made  application  for  it,  and  there  were 
in  all  29  bars  to  it,  to  denote  various  actions.  Medals  with  up  to  15  bars  were 
issued  to  a  few  individuals  who  had  seen  service  in  the  many  campaigns.  The 
Canadian  interest  in  this  medal,  is  of  course,  that  three  of  the  bars  awarded  were 
for  actions  during  the  War  of  1812-13,  namely  those  at  Fort  Detroit  (1812), 
Chateauquay  (1813)  and  Chrystlers  Farm  (1813).  These  medals,  in  addition  to  those 
given  to  British  troops,  were  awarded  to  the  Royal  Newfoundland  Regiment,  various 
Canadian  Militia  units  and  a  number  of  Indians.  The  British  War  Office  has  kept 
records  of  those  issued  to  British  troops,  but  1  understand  that  no  such  records  exist 
for  those  issued  to  Canadians.  These  medals,  as  you  may  well  imagine  are  quite 
valuable  to  Canadian  collectors  and  those  that  possess  them  are  very  loath  to  part 
with  them.  Incidentally  there  is  only  one  known  specimen  which  has  the  three  bars 
for  the  Canadian  actions,  and  that  is  in  the  possession  of  a  New  York  collector. 
The  Army  Museum  possesses  a  specimen  of  this  medal,  but  unfortunatey  not  one  for 
the  actions  in  Canada.  One  rather  extraordinary  fact  concerning  this  period  is  that 
the  actions  of  1812-13  at  Miami  —  Niagara  —  and  Queenstown,  although  worthy 
of  being  given  the  status  of  regimental  "Battle  Honours”  which  are  displayed  on 
regimental  colours,  were  not  considered  to  be  worthy  of  a  bar  to  this  medal. 

Another  medal  of  interest  to  Canadians  is  The  Canada  General  Service  Medal 
—  this  was  awarded  for  those  campaigns  in  Canada  which  dealt  with  the  Fenian 
threats  to  our  country  during  1866  and  1870,  and  that  known  as  the  “Red  River 
campaign  or  the  first  Riel  Rebellion  of  1870.  All  these  events,  I  am  sure  are  well- 
known  to  us  from  our  school-boy  history  lessons,  so  we’ll  talk  about  the  medal.  I  he 
medal  is  not  too  uncommon  in  Canada,  but  is  still  a  good  collector's  item.  1  hose  with 
the  three  bars  i.e.  Fenian  1866,  1870  and  Red  River  (of  which  only  twenty  were 


issued)  are  quite  valuable,  those  with  two  bars  are  also  relatively  scarce,  especially 
those  with  the  combination  of  the  Fenian  and  Red  River  bars.  This  medal,  inci¬ 
dentally,  was  not  issued  until  some  29  years  after  the  latest  event  for  which  it  was 
awarded,  and  out  of  the  total  of  60,000  soldiers  who  participated  in  these  campaigns, 
only  16,000  applications  were  received  for  it.  This  is  also  the  medal  over  which 
there  was  a  controversial  day-long  debate  in  the  British  House  of  Commons  —  the 
bone  of  contention  being,  who  was  going  to  pay  for  it.  It  appears  that  other 
Dominions  (as  Canada  was  at  the  time)  such  as  Indian  and  Australia,  were  them¬ 
selves  paying  for  medals  struck  for  actions  within  their  countries  and  many  members 
of  the  House  thought  that  Canada  should  do  likewise.  However,  when  the  motion 
was  put  to  the  House,  209  voted  in  favour  of  Great  Britain  standing  the  cost  and 
66  voted  against.  A  sum  of  £1.200  was  then  allocated  towards  the  provision  of 
this  medal.  My  advice  to  those  who  have  the  opportunity  to  obtain  any  of  these 
is  to  get  them,  for  as  time  goes  on  they  are  going  to  be  valuable  and  British 
collectors,  even  now,  will  fall  over  themselves  to  either  purchase  or  trade  other 
quite  good  pieces  for  them. 

The  North-West  Canada  —  1885  is  also  worth  having  in  one’s  collection.  It 
was  issued  to  mark  the  services  of  those  who  participated  in  the  North  West 
Rebellion  of  1885,  when  Louis  Reil  once  again  inspired  local  Indians  and  others  to 
rebel  against  the  Government  when  it  decided  to  open  up  the  North  West  Territories. 
All  troops  employed  in  this  operation,  with  the  exception  of  nine  British  Officers, 
were  Canadians.  There  were  three,  what  might  be  termed,  major  engagements, 
although  these  were  really  quite  small,  in  April  and  May  of  1885,  namely,  the 
Saskatchewan  River,  the  Fish  River  and  that  at  Batoche.  One  bar  was  issued,  marked 
"Saskatchewan".  A  fairly  large,  but  unknown  quantity  of  medals  were  issued,  all 
being  un-named.  However,  most  recipients  had  them  named  at  their  own  expense 
generally  in  large  block  capitals.  Once  again  I  would  advise,  that  if  you  ever  have 
the  opportunity  to  obtain  this  medal  at  a  reasonable  price,  do  so. 

The  Nile  Medal  of  1885  —  This  medal  is  of  particular  interest,  being  the  first 
to  be  awarded  to  Canadians  for  service  outside  Canada.  You  may  recall  that  in 
1885,  Britain  was  having  trouble  in  Egypt,  and  it  was  at  the  special  request  of  Major 
General  Wolseley  (who  had  commanded  the  Red  River  Expedition  of  1870  when  a 
Colonel)  that  a  contingent  of  378  volunteer  Voyageurs  under  a  Lieutenant-Colonel 
F.  C.  Denison,  joined  the  British  forces  for  service  in  boats  on  the  Nile,  and 
where,  amongst  other  events,  they  participated  in  the  vain  attempt  to  relieve  General 
Gordon  from  the  Siege  at  Khartoum.  For  their  services  they  were  awarded  the 
Nile  Medal,  and  as  there  were  only  378  in  the  contingent  —  a  medal  bearing  a 
Voyageur  name  and  unit  designation,  is  both  rare  and  unique.  We  have  a  specimen 
of  the  Nile  Medal  in  the  Army  Museum,  but  I  regret  to  say,  not  an  original 
Voyageurs. 

Other  medals  which  are  specifically  Canadian  are  as  follows: — 

(a)  The  Canadian  Efficiency  Medal  —  awarded  to  Militan  Rank  and  File 
for  12  years'  Service  —  prior  to  1st  September  1939. 

(b)  The  Canadian  Efficiency  Decoration  —  awarded  to  Militia  Officers  with 
20  years’  service  —  prior  to  1st  September  1939. 

(c)  The  Canadian  Volunteer  Service  Medal  awarded  in  World  War  II  for 
volunteers  service  overseas. 

(d)  Canadian  Forces  Decoration  which  replaced  the  aforementioned  Efficiency 
medals  and  which  is  now  awarded  to  both  the  Regular  and  Militia  Services 
for  12  years’  service  with  Good  Conduct. 

These  "gongs”  are  all  fairly  common  and  as  collector's  items  are  nice  to  have,  but 
which  themselves  are  not  very  valuable. 

One  should  not  forget,  I  suppose,  those  medals  issued  for  service  with  the 
United  Nations  peace-keeping  missions.  There  are  now  nine  of  these,  all  issued  since 
1952  when  the  first  was  issued  for  service  in  Korea.

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CENTENNIAL  MEDAL  -  UNION  OF  THE  CROWN 
COLONIES  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  AND 
VANCOUVER  ISLAND 
1866-1966 

This  remarkably  beautiful  Centennial  Medal  was  produced  by  the  Victoria 
Numismatic  Society  as  a  fitting  Commemorative  symbol  of  the  100th  Anniversary  of 
the  Union  of  the  Crown  Colonies  of  Vancouver  Island  and  British  Columbia. 

The  essential  historical  events  leading  to  the  Creation  of  the  Crown  Colonies 
and  their  Union,  November  19,  1866,  are  as  follows: 

The  Governor  and  Company  of  Adventurers  of  England  Trading  into  Hudson 
Bay,  Incorporated  in  1670,  had  trading  rights  only,  which,  through  the  years,  they 
extended  westerly  to  the  Pacific  Coast  of  what  is  now  British  Columbia,  Washington 
and  Oregon. 

When  United  States  citizens  settled  in  Oregon,  and  it  was  almost  certain  the 
49th  parallel  of  latitude  would  be  the  International  Boundary,  the  Company  built 
Fort  Victoria  on  the  South  end  of  Vancouver's  Island  in  1843,  believing  it  would 
have  to  move  its  headquarters  (Pacific)  from  Fort  Vancouver  on  the  Columbia 
River,  which  it  did  in  1849. 

It  was  soon  realized  that  to  hold  territory  to  the  Crown  there  must  be  settle¬ 
ment.  So  in  1849,  the  Crown  Colony  of  Vancouver  Island  and  its  Dependencies 
was  created  and  the  Company  was  given  proprietary  rights  to  it  for  10  years  at  a 
rental  of  7  shillings,  subject  to  cancellation  if  settlements  were  not  established 
within  five  years. 


The  Great  Seal  of  the  Colony  of  Vancouver  Island 

On  July  16,  1849,  the  Colonial  office  requested  the  Board  of  Trade  to  “direct  a 
Device  for  a  Seal  to  be  laid  before  the  Queen  in  Council  for  her  Majesty’s  approval”, 
and  that  such  “a  device”  was  submitted  on  December  17,  1849.  The  design  was 
approved  by  Order-in-Council  dated  January  8,  1850,  and  the  Seal  itself  was  approved 
for  use  on  June  19,  1850.  The  warrant  authorizing  its  use  was  dated  June  28,  1850, 
and  the  Seal  and  Warrant  were  transmitted  to  Governor  Blanshard  the  following 
day.  The  name  of  the  engraver,  Mr.  Benjamin  Wyon,  was  engraved  on  the  matrix 
of  this  seal. 
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In  1858,  Sir  Edward  Bulwer  Lytton,  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  who 
was  antagonistic  to  the  Company,  took  advantage  of  the  great  influx  of  adventurers 
into  New  Caledonia,  in  search  for  gold,  to  cancel  the  Company’s  trading  rights  west 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  introduced  a  bill  in  the  British  Parliament  to  create 
a  new  Colony  of  British  Columbia. 

The  Great  Seal  of  the  Colony  of  British  Columbia 

On  September  2,  1858,  an  Order-in-Council  to  the  Board  ot  Trade,  called 
for  the  preparation  of  a  design  for  the  British  Columbia  Seal.  On  September  9,  1858, 
a  letter  was  directed  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Wyon,  who  had  the  sole  right  under  patent 
of  making  royal  seals,  asking  for  a  design  to  be  prepared.  On  October  30,  1858, 
the  design  was  forwarded  to  the  Queen  for  approval.  On  April  30,  1859,  the  Great 
Seal,  now  approved  by  Order-in-Council  was  sent,  together  with  instruction  for  its 
proper  use,  to  Governor  Douglas. 

By  1866,  the  peak  of  the  gold  boom  had  passed  and  the  Colonies,  especially 
Vancouver  Island,  were  in  financial  difficulties  and  Union  was  advocated.  The 
authorities  in  London  actually  extended  the  Colony  of  British  Columbia  to  include 
Vancouver  Island  and  the  necessary  act  was  passed,  and  proclaimed  on  November 
19.  1866. 

The  medal  was  designed  by  a  committee  of  the  Victoria  Numismatic  Society. 
It  was  engraved  and  struck  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Sarson  and  Associates  of  Pressed  Metal 
Products  Ltd.,  Vancouver,  B.C. 

All  medals  are  struck  in  Crown  size.

Those  that  follow  are  for  service  in; — 

(a)  Lebanon  (e)  West  New  Guinea 

(b)  Palestine  (f)  Yemen,  and  lastly 

(c)  India  and  Pakistan  (g)  Cyprus 

(d)  Congo 

For  the  nine  missions  the  actual  medal  is  the  same  —  but  there  are  seven  different 
ribbons.  With  the  vast  changes  being  made  in  the  Services  at  the  present  time  and 
with  the  veterans  of  World  War  II  now  being  put  out  to  pasture,  seemingly,  it  will 
not  be  too  long  before  these  United  Nations’  Medals  will  be  the  only  ones  adorning 
the  chests  of  our  service  men. 

In  conclusion,  it  might  be  of  interest  to  mention  the  medal  with  the  largest 
number  of  bars  to  it.  This  is  the  Africa  General  Service  Medal,  which  was  issued 
under  three  monarchs,  King  Edward  VII,  King  George  V  and  Queen  Elizabeth  II 
and  which  has  a  total  of  45  bars  to  it.  The  last  bearing  the  likeness  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  with  the  bar  for  service  in  Kenya,  in  1955.  Also,  as  a  matter  of  passing 
interest,  mention  might  be  made  of  the  1914  Stars,  which  are  commonly  referred 
to  as  the  Mons  Star.  This  is  a  misnomer  —  there  is  no  medal  which  officially  bears 
the  name  of  the  “Mons  Star”,  although  of  course  the  1914  and  15  Stars  were  awarded 
to  thousands  who  participated  in  action  in  this  well-known  battle  area. 

The  above  interesting  talk  was  given  to  the  Halifax  Coin  Club  April  meeting.

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BANK  NOTES  AS  OVERPRINTED  FOR  USE  IN  THE  YUKON

Even  before  the  founding  of  Dawson  City  in  1X96,  the  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce  had  been  requested  by  one  of  the  Yukon  trading  companies  to  open  a 
branch  in  Fort  Cudahy,  some  sixty  miles  down  stream  from  Dawson.  This  was 
mainly  because  of  the  richness  of  the  gold  discoveries  in  the  area,  but  even  though 
it  was  intimated  that  the  two  largest  trading  companies  would  help  finance  such  a 
scheme  by  annual  payments,  the  bank  declined,  for  they  felt  the  police  protection 
was  inadequate  and  as  there  was  no  mail  service  or  hope  of  rail  or  telegraphic 
service,  it  would  be  too  hazardous  a  venture. 

However,  with  the  tremendously  rich  discoveries  on  Bonanza  Creek  and  other 
like  finds,  the  Dominion  Government  was  forced  to  increase,  by  a  great  number 
of  personnel,  the  Mounted  Police  to  guard  the  district,  as  well  as  other  civil  servants 
to  supplement  them  and  carry  on  the  administration  of  justice.  About  this  time  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  requested  the  bank  to  open  a  branch  in  Dawson  City  to 
act  not  only  as  a  banker  for  the  government  but  also  as  a  government  agency  to 
collect  royalties  on  the  gold  mined  in  the  district. 

After  some  study  of  the  situation,  and  upon  being  assured  of  being  appointed 
government  agent,  the  bank  consented  and  immediately  began  preparations  for  the 
expedition. 

One  of  the  chief  difficulties  would  be  the  sending  of  the  bank  currency  as  the 
journey  was  hazardous  not  only  from  the  travelling  standpoint  but  from  the  lawless 
element  that  were  always  present  at  such  frontier  outposts.  Thus  it  was  decided 
that  all  notes  shipped  to  Dawson  would  not  be  countersigned  —  all  serial  numbers 
would  be  recorded  —  and  each  shipment  would  be  made  up  of  notes  overprinted 
with  either  the  word  “Yukon”  or  “Dawson”  at  each  end  in  a  distinctive  color.  Each 
shipment  would  have  a  different  colored  overprint  so  that  each  shipment  would 
be  readily  identified  should  it  meet  with  mishap  on  its  journey. 

These  notes  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  the  gold  miners,  and  were  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  issued  in  honor  of  the  Yukon,  rather  than  as  a  precautionary  measure, 
and  many  were  sent  out  to  friends  and  relatives  on  the  “outside”  as  souvenirs. 
When  the  notes  first  appeared,  the  miners  could  be  observed  passing  them  from 
hand  to  hand  to  examine  them  while  standing  in  the  street.  It  is  remarkable  that 
so  few  of  these  notes  remain  today  and  though  they  date  back  only  some  sixty 
years,  it  is  extremely  unlikely  that  a  complete  collection  could  be  assembled. 

The  five  and  ten  dollar  notes  in  this  series  were  printed  in  sheets  of  four, 
while  the  twenty,  fifty  and  hundred  dollar  notes  were  printed  in  sheets  of  two. 
Thus  the  five  and  ten  dollar  notes  have  plate  letters  A,  B,  C  &  D  while  the  others 
have  only  plates  A  &  B.

Coins  of  the  World  1750-1850  by  William  D.  Craig  first  edition  768  p.p.  734”  x  5”, 
hard  cover  library  binding,  with  head  band  and  an  attractive  multi-colored  jacket, 
extensively  illustrated.

The  result  of  four  years  of  research,  the  book  covers  exactly  what  its  name 
implies:  a  complete  listing  of  all  of  the  coins  issued  by  every  country  during  that 
hundred  year  period,  an  area  generally  neglected  in  numismatic  literature.  It  is  a 
perfect  companion  to  Modern  World  Coins,  by  R.  S.  Yeoman,  which  lists  coins 
issued  from  approximately  1850  to  the  present. 

Some  of  the  salient  features  of  the  book  are  as  follows:  Every  coin  from  1750 
to  1850  is  listed,  together  with  current  market  values.  Denominations,  from  the 
smallest  copper  pieces  to  gold  and  even  platinum,  are  all  included  in  this  book.  Each 
type  is  illustrated  or  thoroughly  described.

Designed  for  the  beginning  collector,  it  contains  all  of  the  information  a  novice 
should  have  when  starting  this  fascinating  hobby. 

This  new  book  goes  far  beyond  the  usual  basic  introduction.  It  gives  not  only 
a  complete  history  of  coin  collecting  and  all  of  the  many  joys  and  benefits  derived 
therefrom,  but  also  includes  a  concise  catalog  of  premium  U.S.  coin  values.  The 
book  is  fully  illustrated,  with  pictures  of  coins  from  ancient  to  modern  times,  includ¬ 
ing  all  of  the  major  types  of  United  States  coins,  as  well  as  a  graphic  display  of 
coin  holders  and  items  of  interest  to  collectors. 

The  book  is  divided  into  several  easy-to-read  chapters,  each  containing  im¬ 
portant  information  about  the  whys  and  wherefores  of  coin  collecting.  These  include 
A  Fascinating  Hobby,  New  Worlds  of  Knowledge,  Getting  Started,  Coin  Production, 
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Buying  and  Selling,  Cleaning  and  Condition,  Coin  Preservation,  Frequently  Used 
Terms,  Special  Varieties  and  Coin  Values. 


Unofficial  Coppers  of  the  Reign  of  George  III  by  R.  C.  Bell  —  Third  of  a  series. 
316  Pages,  Hard  cover  —  well  illustrated.  Sells  for  55/  in  England. 

The  third  of  a  series  of  works  by  R.  C.  Bell  on  the  unofficial  coppers  of  the 
reign  of  George  111  is  now  available.  The  pieces  described  in  this  work  are,  for  the 
most  part,  of  very  high  artistic  quality  and  are  generally  scarce.  They  were  not 
intended  for  currency,  but  were  redeemable  only  on  the  premises  of  the  issuer,  or 
were  struck  for  advertising  purposes.  Many  were  struck  as  satirical  pieces  or  to 
commemorate  events  or  famous  people  of  the  day.  Some  were  struck  by  collectors 
to  exchange  for  other  scarce  pieces.  Occasionally  these  pieces  were  passed  into 
circulation  as  money,  but  only  if  the  shortage  of  change  in  a  district  were  really 
serious. 

The  best  example  of  pieces  good  only  on  the  issuer’s  premises  are  the  tokens  of 
Christ’s  Hospital.  Among  the  scholars  of  the  Hospital  these  tokens  were  used 
exclusively.  All  money  brought  into  the  hospital  was  changed  into  Hospital  money, 
as  it  was  called.  Hospital  money  could  only  be  spent  at  certain  tradesmen’s  shops. 
The  best  examples  of  advertising  pieces  are  those  of  Pidcock’s,  showing  the  animals 
of  his  famous  menagerie.  Jelly's  and  Arnot’s  pieces,  struck  in  1795  and  1796, 
commemorate  the  reduction  of  the  high  price  of  bread  occasioned  by  the  importation 
of  large  quantities  of  wheat  during  that  winter.  Thomas  Spence’s  pieces  are  the  best 
example  of  satirical  pieces.  Among  the  private  tokens,  struck  to  exchange  for  other 
scarce  specimens,  are  some  struck  by  coin  dealers,  a  good  example  being  that  of 
John  Hancock  of  London,  depicting  a  nude  boy  placing  coins  in  a  tray. 

As  usual,  the  author  has  filled  the  book  with  interesting  background  information 
not  easily  found  to-day.  Short  biographies  are  given  of  Thomas  Spence  and  Thomas 
Hardy,  whose  political  views  got  them  into  trouble  more  than  once.  The  story  of  the 
rise  and  suppression  of  corresponding  societies  is  given  in  detail.  There  are  many 
curious  bits  of  information,  such  as  the  origin  of  the  umbrella,  which  was  brought 
into  England  in  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  one  Jonas  Hanway  on  his 
return  from  Persia.  For  the  benefit  of  readers  thousands  of  miles  from  salt  water  is 
explained  the  term  “slop  seller’’,  to  be  found  on  a  token  of  Jeremiah  Spence  of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne.  Jeremiah  Spence,  the  brother  of  Thomas  Spence  mentioned 
earlier,  was  a  seamen’s  clothier,  (incidentally,  the  reviewer,  despite  a  modicum  of 
nautical  experience  many  years  ago,  did  not  know  until  now  the  meaning  of  Spence’s 
occupational  name.) 

The  present  work  is  made  even  more  interesting  with  reproductions  of  sketches 
and  paintings  dating  from  the  period  of  the  tokens.  “The  Conoisseur  and  the  Tired 
Boy”,  found  at  the  end  of  Part  I,  is  one  of  the  best  of  these,  and  was  reproduced  in 
1795  on  a  token  of  P.  Ratley  of  London,  described  on  pages  98  and  99.  The  coats 
of  arms  of  incorporated  companies  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  with  heraldic  descriptions, 
embellish  the  half-titles.  This  and  the  first  two  works  in  Bell’s  series,  necessary  indeed 
for  serious  students  of  the  tokens  of  reign  of  George  III,  are  equally  necessary  for 
students  of  the  social  history  of  the  same  period  in  England.

All  Canadian  numismatists  have  been  intrigued  through  many  years  by  the 
interesting  stories  associated  with  the  so-called  “Blacksmith”  tokens. 

Long  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  interesting  Canadian  series,  and  collected 
by  all  distinguished  numismatists  of  the  past,  the  traditional  story  persisted  that 
these  tokens  were  largely  if  not  wholly  the  work  of  a  blacksmith  in  Montreal  who 
coined  his  own  tokens  from  scrap  metal,  and  with  dies  he  had  himself  prepared, 
to  buy  his  pint  of  beer  as  he  finished  his  day's  work. 

The  story  continues  that  he  was  a  former  employee  of  the  Royal  Mint  in 
London  who  knew  the  rudimentary  elements  of  striking  coins  and  tokens. 

Having  found  two  of  the  “Sun  Tavern”  tokens  in  a  “junk”  box  in  a  Toronto 
store  in  1945,  and  having  previously  purchased  the  example  of  this  token  which  1 
already  had  in  my  collection  from  another  Toronto  dealer  a  few  years  earlier,  I 
gave  a  more  careful  examination  to  the  design  characteristics  of  these  tokens  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  were  not  all  the  work  of  one  man. 

My  next  step  was  to  check  which  of  the  more  outstanding  Canadian  collections 
of  that  period  had  this  token.  It  was  in  the  collections  of  Mr.  Heal,  Dr.  Bateman 
of  Toronto,  Mr.  Gibbs  of  Hamilton,  in  three  of  the  more  outstanding  collections 
in  Montreal,  and  in  two  of  the  outstanding  Maritimes  collections,  but  was  missing 
from  a  number  of  other  outstanding  Canadian  collections.  In  inquiring  from  those 
who  had  the  token  in  their  collections,  I  found  that  three  of  these  numismatists 
had  secured  their  token  from  the  Toronto  area. 

With  the  help  of  the  late  Norman  Mason,  I  asked  him  to  check  the  Toronto 
directories  in  that  city’s  famous  library  for  the  period  1815  to  1840.  At  that  time 
they  had  such  a  directory  for  1833  and  another  one  for  1837.  The  1837  directory 
lists  a  “Rising  Sun  Inn”  on  Newgate  Street  (no  number  given)  and  the  proprietor  is 
given  as  James  Watson.  In  examining  the  same  directory  under  the  name  "Watson”, 
there  was  an  entry  for  James  Watson,  giving  his  address  as  the  Rising  Sun  Tavern. 

In  the  earlier  1833  directory  there  is  no  mention  of  James  Watson,  but  there 
is  a  John  Watson  shown  as  a  tinsmith.  The  location  given  of  the  old  tavern  would 
be  close  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Victoria  and  Adelaide  Streets. 

I  have  mentioned  that  John  Watson  is  shown  as  a  tinsmith  in  the  1833  directory. 
The  1837  directory  lists  James  Watson  both  as  the  proprietor  of  the  Rising  Sun 
Tavern  and  tinsmith. 

I  believe  it  is  a  fair  deduction  that  a  tinsmith,  because  of  working  with  metals 
and  handling  the  tremendous  variety  of  helf-penny  then  in  circulation  in  old 
Toronto,  as  a  tavern  proprietor,  might  be  inclined  to  strike  his  own  tokens. 

From  the  above  information  I  believe  we  can  definitely  place  the  Rising  Sun 
token  as  coming  from  Toronto,  and  as  struck  by  James  Watson  himself. 

From  the  quality  of  workmanship  it  may  be  deducted  that  others  in  the 
Canadian  Blacksmith  token  series  may  also  have  been  struck  in  Toronto  by  Mr. 
Watson.

There  is  considerable  additional  research  that  awaits  to  be  carried  out  in  this 
series,  but  1  believe  this  is  a  definite  “break-through”  to  the  effect  that  at  least 
two  men,  one  in  Montreal  and  Mr.  Watson  in  Toronto  (and  there  well  could  be 
more)  were  responsible  for  the  Blacksmith  tokens  as  we  know  them  today,  and 
which  were  so  admirably  catalogued  by  Howland  Wood,  one  of  America’s  greatest 
numismatists. 

A  new  work  is  needed  in  this  series  and  1  believe  several  of  oui  numismatists 
are  working  towards  such  a  publication  at  the  present  time.  1  am  sure  it  would  be 
welcome.

It  was  written  to  provide  the  South  African  public  with  a  handy  guide  to  the 
value  of  their  coinage  as  recently  “coin  fever”  has  swept  over  South  Africa. 

The  catalogue  lists  all  the  South  African  currency-issued  “decimal  coinage” 
from  1892  through  1964  giving  mint  figures  and  prices  in  rands  for  six  conditions 
from  good  through  uncirculated.  A  separate  page  is  devoted  to  the  value  and  mint 
figures  for  proof  sets. 

The  data  for  each  denomination  is  given  on  a  separate  page.  Prices  in  general 
are  fairly  realistic,  but  prices  for  uncirculated  coins  and  some  EF  coins  of  George 
V  and  George  VI  are  still  low  in  the  writer’s  opinion. 

The  booklet  is  recommended  to  all  collectors  of  South  African  coinage  who 
want  an  up-to-date  and  inexpensive  catalogue  of  this  series  of  coinage.  High  printing 
costs  necessitated  the  high  price  of  this  booklet.  Bickels  hopes  to  issue  this  catalogue 
yearly  and  at  a  lower  cost.  Over  half  of  the  initial  printing  of  2500  copies  has 
already  been  sold.

THE  ARMORIAL  BEARINGS 
OF  THE 

GOVERNOR  AND  COMPANY  OF  ADVENTURERS  OF  ENGLAND 
TRADING  INTO  HUDSON'S  BAY 

by  Larry  Gingras,  F.R.N.S.,  F.C.N.R.S. 

During  Feudal  times  it  was  common  practice  for  knights  to  carry  armorial 
devices  on  their  shields  for  identification  purposes,  but  as  time  went  on  they  often 
abused  the  practice  by  assuming  whatever  insignia  pleased  them.  To  bring  order 
to  this  chaotic  situation.  King  Edward  IV  of  England  established  the  College  of 
Heralds  in  1483  and  gave  it  complete  authority  over  the  supervising  and  granting 
of  armorial  bearings.  Among  those  who  are  now  entitled  to  armorial  bearings  are: 
individuals,  families,  kingdoms,  peers,  towns,  bishops  and  corporations. 

Before  the  College  can  grant  arms  it  is  necessary  that  an  accurate  and  specific 
written  description  of  the  arms  be  submitted  for  their  approval.  This  description 
is  called  the  blazon  and  it  is  supposed  to  be  followed  to  the  letter.  In  spite  of  regu¬ 
lations  laid  down  by  the  College,  we  find  many  individuals  and  organizations,  not 
only  in  the  past  but  at  the  present  time,  have  used  arms  for  which  no  grant  has  been 
given.  There  are  also  cases  where  grants  have  been  given  but  the  blazon  not  always 
adhered  to. 

One  might  imagine  that  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company,  one  of  the  greatest  cor¬ 
porations  the  world  has  known,  a  corporation  born,  bred  and  governed  in  England, 
in  the  very  heart  of  heraldry,  would  not  fall  into  one  of  these  categories,  but  an 
examination  of  the  arms  used  by  the  Company  on  their  medals,  tokens,  notes,  seals 
and  documents  will  show  many  irregularities. 

The  original  charter  of  1670  stipulated  that  the  company  .  .  .  “may  have  a 
common  seale”  .  .  .  “and  that  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  the  said  Governor 
and  Company  and  theire  successors  the  same  seale  from  tyme  to  tyme  at  theire 
will  and  pleasure  to  breake  change  and  to  make  a  new  or  alter  as  to  them  shall 
seeme  expedient.” 

This  was  Royal  approval  to  use  arms  but  you  will  notice  the  Company  was 
permitted  to  break  alter  or  change  them.  Because  of  this  we  may  excuse  them  for 
the  many  variations  found  in  the  arms  they  used  during  the  first  250  years  they 
were  in  business. 

It  should  not  be  necessary  to  go  into  detail,  in  this  brief  discussion,  on  the  many 
symbols  used  in  heraldry  but  to  understand  this  work  better  it  would  help  to  know 
that  colours  are  represented  by  certain  hatchings  and  figures. 

The  first  table  below  shows  some  of  the  variations  found  in  the  arms  used  by 
the  Company  on  tokens,  medals  and  notes  up  to  the  year  1921. 
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In  1921,  Deputy-Governor  Charles  Vincent  Sale,  on  behalf  of  the  Company, 
made  formal  application  for  arms  to  the  College  of  Heralds.  Arms  were  granted  to 
the  Company  on  September  26th  of  that  year. 

In  heraldic  terms,  the  blazon  in  the  grant  reads: 

SHIELD — Argent,  a  cross  gules  between  four  beavers  sable. 

CREST — Upon  a  cap  of  maintenance  gules  turned  up  ermine,  a  fox  sejant  proper. 
SUPPORTERS — On  either  side  an  elk  proper. 

Translated  to  every  day  language  this  means: 

SHIELD — A  red  cross  between  four  black  beavers  on  a  silver  shield. 

CREST — A  red  cap  with  ermine  trim,  a  sitting  fox,  in  its  natural  colour. 
SUPPORTERS — An  elk  in  its  natural  colours. 

This  should  mean  that  from  1921  onward  the  Company  would  no  longer  be 
permitted  to  alter  their  arms  at  will  and  yet  here  again  we  find  several  cases  where 
the  arms  they  used  on  documents  and  medals  since  that  date  do  not  coincide  with 
the  blazon.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  drawing  arms  from  the  blazon  the  artist 
is  allowed  a  certain  amount  of  leeway.  For  example,  he  may  show  the  tail  of  the 
fox  in  any  position  he  desired  because  this  is  not  specified  in  the  blazon,  but  he 
would  not  be  permitted  to  show  the  animal  in  any  other  position  than  sitting. 

The  second  table  shows  variations  found  in  the  Company’s  arms  on  medals 
struck  since  1921.  You  will  notice  that  NOT  ONE  of  the  arms  depicted  on  the 
medals  corresponds  with  the  blazon.

There  are  some  who  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  supporters  were  intended  to  be 
the  European  Elk  (like  the  Canadian  Moose)  rather  than  the  Canadian  Elk  (Wapiti), 
but  I  can  find  little  to  substantiate  this  claim. 

The  supporters  on  the  Company’s  earliest  seals  and  documents  resemble  the 
Wapiti  more  so  than  the  Moose,  and  the  fact  that  the  fox  and  particularly  the  beaver, 
which  were  two  Canadian  animals  of  vital  importance  to  the  Company,  have  always 
been  shown  in  the  arms.  I  believe  it  is  quite  reasonable  to  assume  the  Company  also 
intended  the  supporters  to  be  a  Canadian  animal.  Just  as  the  fox  and  the  beaver  were 
an  important  source  of  furs  so  also  was  the  Wapiti  an  important  source  of  food 
for  the  early  fur  traders. 

My  assumption  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  official  drawing  of  the  arms 
accompanying  the  1921  grant  shows  the  Wapiti.  It  is  unlikely  the  Company  would 
have  submitted  such  a  drawing  to  the  College  of  Heralds  had  they  not  intended  it 
to  be  so. 

While  it  is  true  that  since  1921  a  few  medals  issued  by  the  Company  show  the 
likeness  to  a  moose,  this  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  medals  were 
engraved  by  European  artists  who  were  not  familiar  with  the  Canadian  Elk.

THE  COINAGE  OF  GRIQUALAND 

Griqualand  is  situated  immediately  to  the  north  of  the  Orange  River  between 
the  Orange  River  Colony  on  the  east  and  the  Kalahari  Desert  on  the  west.  To  the 
north  stretches  Bechuanaland  and  the  Transvaal.  The  natives  are  called  “Griquas” 
and  are  a  mixed  people  descended  from  Dutch  Boers  and  their  Hottentot  slaves  or 
servants. 

In  1813  the  settlement  of  Klaar  Water  was  renamed  Griqua  Town.  The  London 
Missionary  Society  had,  at  this  time,  missionaries  in  the  area.  The  people  of 
Griqua  Town  urged  the  Society  to  issue  silver  coins  for  them,  but  the  resulting  issue 
has  no  record  in  the  Society’s  records. 

The  dies  were  made  by  Thomas  Halliday  and  the  coins  were  sent  to  South  Africa 
in  1815.  A  later  consignment  followed  in  1816.  The  coins  were  undated  so  it  is 
evident  that  for  the  sake  of  economy  it  was  decided  to  use  them  until  they  were 
worn  out.  Die  varieties  show  chiefly  in  the  olive  branch  in  the  dove's  beak.  The 
copper  coins  appear  to  be  scarcer  than  the  silver.  This  may  be  due  to  the  native 
predilection  for  the  bright  silver  pieces.  A  description  of  the  coins  is: 

(1)  Silver  10  pence  (edge  reeded  obliquely)  .  .  . 

Obv:  A  dove  flying  with  an  olive  branch  in  its  beak.  Rev:  “GRIQUA  TOWN" 
divided  by  the  value  “10”,  with  an  ornament  above  and  below  the  numeral. 

(2)  Silver  5  pence  ...  as  above  only  value  “11111". 

(3)  Copper  halfpenny  (edge  reeded  with  nearly  straight  lines;  also  plain)  ...  as 
before  only  value  “Vfe”. 

(4)  Copper  farthing  ...  as  before  only  value  “14”. 

After  many  troubles  in  later  years,  a  dearth  of  water  caused  the  original  site 
to  be  abandoned. 

There  is  a  later  issue  of  copper  coins  which  is  believed  to  have  been  fabricated 
in  Berlin.  The  pieces  have  no  real  connection  with  Griqua  Town  because  it  no  longer 
existed.  The  type  is  .  .  .  Obv:  Head  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  “VICTORIA  D:  G: 
BRITANNIAR:  REG:  F:  D:”  Rev:  A  dove  flying  with  an  olive  branch  in  its  beak. 
“GRIQUA  TOWN”  divided  by  two  stars,  or  (as  above)  a  second  reverse  has 
"GRIQUA  TOWN”  above  and  “1890”  in  the  exergue,  all  divided  by  three  stars 
on  each  side.

MAURICE  GOULD  HONORED  AT  BORDER  COIN  CLUB 

6TH  ANNUAL  BANQUET 


The  sixth  annual  banquet 
of  the  Border  Coin  Club, 
Newport,  Vermont  was  held 
Wednesday  evening,  June  1, 
at  Hotel  Newport.  President 
Ralph  Bean  introduced  the 
master  of  ceremonies,  Ger¬ 
ald  Gosselin,  who  presented 
several  guests,  Eddy  Echen- 
berg,  past  president  of  the 
C.N.A.,  of  Sherbrooke,  Que., 
Fred  Bowman,  curator  of 
Chateau  de  Ramezay,  Mont¬ 
real,  Quebec,  Maurice  Lor- 
rain,  past  director  of  the 
C.N.A.;  and  those  seated  at 
the  head  table:  Dale  Woods, 
treasurer,  Mrs.  Rouville 
Lanoue,  J.  Douglas  Ferguson,  past  president  of  the  A.N.A.,  also  honorary  president 
of  the  C.N.A.,  and  an  honorary  lifetime  member  of  the  Border  Coin  Club,  Ralph 
Bean,  president  of  the  club,  Mrs.  Clarice  B.  Bushaw,  secretary,  and  Rouville  Lanoue, 
vice  president. 

Following  this  Mr.  Gosslin,  presented  Maurice  Gould  of  Boston.  Mr.  Gould 
is  Eastern  United  States  Director  C.N.A.  past  president  of  the  New  England 
Numismatic  Society,  and  for  the  past  two  years,  lecturer  on  numismatics  at  the 
M  ass.  Institute  of  Technology.  He  has  been  a  follower  of  Canadian  numismatics, 
student  of  American  and  Canadian  numismatics  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Gould  expressed  appreciation  and  pleasure  at  being  present.  The  speaker 
pointed  out  that  young  men  must  learn  by  asking,  and  that  joining  of  a  coin  club, 
where  a  wealth  of  information  is  available  is  very  important.  Meetings  should  be 
held  informally,  with  bourse,  auctions;  and  members  should  be  encouraged  to  bring 
in  their  coins  and  to  learn  the  history  of  them. 

He  emphasized  particularly  that  today  one  could  not,  without  a  great  outlay 
of  money,  complete  the  U.S.  or  Canadian  series  and  suggested  emphasis  on  foreign 
species,  which  present  many  opportunities.  If  prices  are  within  the  range  of  our 
pocketbooks  interest  is  held  in  numismatics,  and  at  the  present  time,  foreign  coins 
go  for  very  reasonable  prices. 

Mr.  Gould  continued,  “My  suggestion  for  coin  collectors:  type  coins;  many 
new  albums  and  books  in  the  North  American  and  foreign  field  will  be  coming 
out.  Another  tip  for  stimulating  lagging  attendance  at  coin  clubs:  why  not  have 
members  tell  about  their  collections;  bring  in  their  coins,  be  friendly,  everything 
should  be  informal."  Calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  tiny  countries  of  Ireland 
and  Finland  have  very  little  mintage  in  their  coins,  he  expressed  the  belief  that 
here  might  be  a  good  source  to  commence  collecting  foreign  coins.  Not  to  be 
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overlooked  are  the  coins  of  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the  Fiji  Islands,  Another 
approach  might  be  U.S.  and  Canadian  type  sets,  which  would  be  within  the  range 
of  all  purses. 

The  speaker  stressed  the  importance  of  insurance  on  coins,  as  thievery  is 
very  much  on  the  gain.  One  cannot  derive  pleasure  from  a  collection  in  a  bank 
vault,  he  cannot  look  at  it  leisurely  or  show  it  to  his  friends.  On  the  other  hand 
the  foreign  species  could  be  kept  in  the  home,  under  insurance,  and  though  not 
especially  valuable  would  be  something  a  collector  would  be  proud  to  show  his 
friends.  In  a  final  word  of  warning  Mr.  Gould  urged  his  listeners  to  safeguard 
their  coins.  Many  could  never  be  replaced. 

J.  Douglas  Ferguson  expressed  the  appreciation  of  all  for  Mr.  Gould’s  in¬ 
teresting  talk,  remarking  on  the  speaker’s  wide  knowledge  of  numismatics,  and 

describing  him  as  a  man  dedicated  to  numismatics.  He  said  that  Mr.  Gould  has 
done  more  in  his  opinion,  for  coin  clubs  in  New  England,  in  particular,  and 
throughout  the  U.S.  and  Canada  than  perhaps  any  other  man,  and  characterized 
his  basic  knowledge  of  the  issuance  of  a  coin  or  paper  money  as  phenomenal. 

Mr.  Ferguson  proceeded  to  give  a  few  of  his  own  views  on  numismatics.  Mr. 
Gould  having  referred  to  the  tough  speculative  numismatic  buying  of  the  past 

couple  years,  Mr.  Ferguson  said:  “I  am  no  happier  about  this  than  many  others 
but  feel  that  things  are  pretty  well  at  bottom.  I  sincerely  believe  along  with  Mr. 
Gould,  that  numismatics  never  has  been  on  a  sounder  basis.  The  healthy  part 
of  it  is  there  is  still  interest  in  coins  as  a  hobby,  not  as  an  investment.  Good 
numismatic  material  doesn't  normally  go  down  in  value,  rather,  through  the  years 
appreciates.  He  concurred  in  Mr.  Gould’s  expressed  belief  that  people  today,  for 
the  most  part,  are  collecting  either  by  type  or  collecting  two  or  three  series,  and 
finding  some  other  facet  of  numismatics,  that  is,  collecting  modern  tokens,  trans¬ 
portation  tokens,  etc.  More  people  are  collecting  medals  than  ever  before,  war 
medals,  paper  money;  and  many  are  turning  to  foreign  paper  money.  This  is  all 

a  healthy  sign  as  this  type  of  collection  can  be  accumulated  at  a  much  more  rea¬ 

sonable  price  than  the  dated  collection.  “I  think  you  are  limiting  your  interest,” 
Mr.  Ferguson  said,  “and  will  not  realize  the  full  satisfaction  of  numismatics  unless 
you  branch  out  to  a  category  in  which  you  can  add  an  item  or  two  a  week,  the 
type  of  collection  you  can  keep  in  your  own  home  and  not  have  to  worry  about 
it  too  much.” 

President  Bean  then  presented,  on  behalf  of  the  Border  Coin  Club,  an  honorary 
life  membership  in  the  Border  Coin  Club  to  Mr.  Gould  for  which  he  expressed 
appreciation.  Mr.  Gosselin  explained  that  honorary  life  membership  in  the  club  has 
been  accorded  to  only  two  others,  Mr.  Ferguson  and  Mr.  Echenberg. 

He  expressed  the  appreciation  of  himself  and  members  of  the  club  to  all  the 
people  who  came,  especially  those  from  Montreal,  Sherbrooke,  Barre,  Montpelier, 
and  to  Mr.  Gould. 

President  Bean  presided  at  the  last  feature  of  the  evening,  drawing  of  the  prizes 
by  Debra  Beattie,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  Beattie  of  Derby  Line.  The 
treasure  chest  went  to  John  Hinman  of  Newport:  the  1964  U.S.  Kennedy  proof  set 
was  won  by  Brian  Embury  of  Tomifobia,  Que.,  and  the  1965  Canadian  prooflike 
set  went  to  Guy  Fregeau  of  Sherbrooke. 

A  meeting  of  the  St.  Catharines  Coin  Club  Banquet  Committee  under  the 
auspices  of  co-chairmen,  Pat  Lambert  and  Sam  McMullen,  was  held  recently  at 
the  home  of  Pat  Lambert.  Foundation  plans  were  discussed  for  the  best  banquet 
this  club  has  ever  known.

President  “Cookie"  has  given  us  permission  to  investigate  the  prospects  of 
issuing  a  special  medal  commemorating  a  double  event.  The  Garden  City  Skyway 
and  The  St.  Catharines  Coin  Clubs  9th  anniversary.

The  editor  was  placed  on  the  block  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Toronto 
North  York  Coin  Club  to  come  up  with  a  short  talk  of  interest.  Through  the  kindness 
of  a  fellow  banker,  an  odd  cut.  Bank  of  Canada,  ten  dollar  bill  was  borrowed  for 
the  meeting.  The  bill  was  completely  finished  with  the  serial  numbers  and  signatures, 
but  during  the  cutting  process,  the  sheet  became  folded  and  one  piece  of  paper  con¬ 
taining  parts  of  three  other  notes  resulted.  This  unique  bill-error  was  found  while 
counting  through  a  teller's  shipment  of  new  ten  dollar  notes,  and  was  bought  for 
the  face  amount  of  ten  dollars. 

John  Regitko,  a  new  member  of  North  York  Coin  Club,  and  noted  for  his 
unique  collection  of  mint  errors  on  coins  addressed  the  club  on  the  subject  "Interest¬ 
ing  Statistics  in  Numismatics”. 

Among  the  interesting  points  brought  out  by  his  talk  was  that  out  of  559  thefts 
concerning  coins  in  the  Toronto  area  in  1965,  over  500  were  stumbled  upon  while 
ransacking.  200  of  these  thefts  were  real  coin  collctions  and  not  just  “cookie  jars” 
of  coins,  and  only  60  out  of  the  500  were  found  and  returned.  This  is  enough  to 
make  anyone  with  valuable  coins  in  the  house  to  think  twice! 

John  looked  on  the  art  of  counterfeiting  and  recalled  that  in  late  1965, 
$2,000.00  worth  of  currency  was  being  picked  up  in  the  Toronto  area  every  week, 
most  in  $20.00  denominations.  He  also  said  that  there  were  50,000  potential  counter¬ 
feiters  (people  who  have  the  knowledge  and  the  access  to  the  right  printing  equipment) 
in  Canada,  but  only  a  handful  try. 

One  other  interesting  statistic  mentioned  was  that  six  years  ago,  there  was  only 
one  coin  club  in  Toronto,  four  years  ago  only  two,  but  now  there  are  sixteen  coin 
clubs  having  regular  meetings  in  the  Toronto  area.
